Episcopal Bishop of Miiine, was recently ap- 
plied to by n friend residing- out of the State 
for his testimony as to the effect of the 
Prohibitory Liquor Law. He replied ns fol- 
lows :— 


CrAnm.NKS, Me., Aug. 20, *53. 


Reverend and Dear Sir :—To your <]ii<>r- 


ies 1 reply briefly, in their order 
:. 


Q. 
1. "Diil this prohibitory Invroriguiiittr 


in the schemes uf politicians for other pur- 
poses, or did itstiuul in the Logisljslure tipou 
its own merits 1" 


A. 
I liuve very little kno\vloi]<;» of tlur 


operations of [wliliciuns ntnung us : ami, un- 
doubtedly, individuii! lentJers,iir othors, mem- 
bers of p'lflies, miiy have buen inlltieiiced by 
their political interests in snstiihiVng or op- 
posing this measure. 
l>tit 1 suppose that, 


beyond nil question, tho law originated with 
persons who were solely ooncerned for tha 
suppression of intemperance ; IIIK! that it was 
pussevl only because it wnss believed to be dw- 
tnunded by a great iniijorir.y of tho people, 
for its own merits. 


Q. 2. "Has it justified the expectations 


entertained of it by its friends nt the timeoj" 
its pussiiae ?" 


A. What were the actual expectations, I 


cannot venture to sny; bu! every reasonable 
expcctnlion must have been more than satis- 
fied. Whatever it is in tha power of n pro- 
hibitory law to accomplish without extreme- 
severity or inquisitorial scrutiny, this feiw 
has generally, in my opinion, accomplished. 
Those who are bent upon obtaining liquor 
can and do succeed; 'but it has censed to be 
nn article of traffic; it has oi-nsed to present 
any open temptation ; the young »ro coiivpn- 
ralivoly sale, and nil tho evils of public drink- 
ing shops nnd bars are nmiuvotV, together 
with the interest of a lar^e body of itiett in, 
upholding them for their own pecuniary ad- 
vantage. 


Q. 3. "Have there been any reactions 


in public opinion, so as to induce the belief 
that ut a future day it mii;ht be repealed!" 


A. In my opinion, ijuito the contrary.— 


Should the law bo repealed, which seems m 
the highest degree improbable, it will be tho 
result merely of political nn alignments ; but 
I do not believe that any political party would 
venture on a fnoasnre so hazardous to its own 
prospects. 
Undoubtedly many discreet, and 


conscientious persons saw strong objections 
to some features of tho law, tind still feel 
their force. 
Jjnt 'multitudes who doubted* 


the expediency of adopting it, would, I be- 
lieve, regret and resist its repeal. 


Q. 4. "Has the law been genornlly ex- 


ecuted, anil the amount of intoxication been 
speedily diminished in the State in conse- 
quence.'" 


A. Tbo law has been, I believe, generally 


executed, though not everywhere with equal 
energy ; nnd the amount el' intoxication has 
been, in consequence, most evidently,striking- 
ly, and even 1 think I may sny, wonderfully 
diminished. 


Q. 5. ".Has tho health, wealth, morali'y 


nnd general prosperity of tho Slate been ap- 
parently proinotttd by it 1" 


A. 
Unquestionably. 


Q. 
G. "Has 
the law been found in its 


operation to be oppressive to any citizens not 
guilty of its violation ?" 


A. So far as 1 know, notin the least. 
In thus answering your questions, I would 


avoid everything like the intrusion of mi opin- 
ion respecting tho pracrticability or wisdom 
of euch a measure elsewhere. I never ap- 
peared hero as its public advocate, nnd 1 am 
not blind to such arguments as may be urged 
against legislation, which, though it is pecu- 
liarly Immune in its operation upon j>trs<m», 
is so sweeping with reference to things.— 
Nevertheless, I am most devoutly gruteful for 
tiio practical working of the luw ; and be- 
lieve that to every family in Maine it is 
of more value than can ennily bo computed.

Eiliicnlion in Tttrkry. 


The Boston Atlas gather.'! from a Into Eng- 


lish, work some fac.ts in regard to the diffu- 
sion of popular instruction in Turkey, whicli 
will probably bo new, also, to many of our 
renders. 


In 1846 n council was formed, by imperial 


decree, for the niauagemeut of all questions 
of public instruction, nnd llto supervision of 
the now University. Tho state of tho pri- 
m'iiry schools under their charge is of tho 
most satisfactory description. 
Elementary 


instruction'in Turkey is not only freo but 
obligatory. Tho law requires every citizen, 
as soon as his sons ami daughters haro 
reached theirsixlh year, to inscribe his namo 
in the books of one of the public .schools, un- 
less he can prove his means of educating 
them ut homo. 


In Constantinople, the most, recent report 


shows the existence of 8!JC free schools, fre- 
quented by Ii2,000 children of both «ex.»s. 
After fivo-'years passed in one of tbeso 
schools, the pupils can enter a secondary 
school, where instructions on all points is 
also gratuitous. 


There are now six of these schools, with 


about a thousand pupils. There is atno n high 
school for young men intended to fill public 
appointments, u college founded with the 
same view, a normal school for tho education 
of professors, tho imperial college of inudi- 
cine, a military, a naval, and an agricultural 
school. The Sultnn is himself die superin- 
tendent of these schools, and visits in person 
nt their ekamimuinus. Tim pupils aro sail] 
to be devotedly attached to him. 
: The public librnriosof Constantinople con- 
tain 80,000 volumes. 


During the reign of tho present Sultnn, 


protection mid toleration have been extend- 
ed to nil religions. 
GliriMiuns have been 


permitted to take their position among tho 
servants of the state, iind to share in tho ad- 
ministration of public nfi.iirs; tome have 
been attached evon to important embaiwies. 


Old abuses in levying taxes have been done 


nway with; monopolies have been nbolished. 
A nutioiiul bank htu* been established, und in 
now in successful operation. Railways nr» 
in course of construction. Polygamy i* on 
the decrease ; Slavery, haa been suppressed; 
and, in short, the Ottoman Empire promise* 
to live and flourish, 'if it can bo kept from 
theiojipression of the Russian Bear.—N. Y. 
Evening Post. '

Thr Church »f Englniul and Temperacv 
The London correspondent of the N. Y. 


Tribune says: 


"The dismissal of the Rev. Dr. Mnuriee 


from his theological chair at King's College, 
London University, excites great attention 
among the Evangelical party. The heresy 
of which he is accused, is that he does not 
believe in the eternity of punishment, but 
holds that God's love is greater and more 
universal than the wickedness of men. Of 
course the High Church interests itself very 
much in this question, which is in fact a 
question of aristocracy beyond the grave.— 
The dignitaries of the Church feel offended 
by the idea that nil the sinners maybe 
saved at last, and no exclusiveness prevail in 
heaven. I am credibly informed that mat- 
ters will not remain in the present position, 
since Dr. Maurice has been enabled by a 
large subscription to try the question in the 
law courts. He is a son of a Unitarian 
Clergyman, and himself highly respected 
by his numerous pupils, many of whom are 
Clergymen of influence. People, who are 
fully informed of the state of religions feel- 
ing within the pale of the Church of Eng- 
land, believe thnt an explosion must soon 
take place in that body, either destroying 
the Puseyite faction, which works on stead- 
ily Romanizing the Church, or forcing the 
Low Church, or Evangelicals, into open dis^ 
sent. Bat while the Church is so deeply en- 
gaged in dogmatic controversies, we read in
